The leaders of both parties here say 
the convention will be purely a- formal 
affair.

aiding--.the development of. rural.-schools 
and establishing departments of education 
in. the State universities. 


"Since 1875," the statement continues, 


"the Peabody fund has aided in maintain- 
ing the Peabody College at Nashville, 
Tenn., as the. central and leading normal 
school for the South: In closing tne trust 
the trustees have " undertaken to found 
as. a-successor to this the Georgs Peabody 
-College, for Teachers."

. The statement' goes on to explain that 
this institution is to be fcr the higher 
education of teachers, throughout 
the 
South..

To this end the trustees hav.e given a 
sum of 51,000,000 concurrent with gilts by 
the State of Tennessee, county of David- 
son ana the city of Nashville, amounting 
to $550,000, and sixteen acres of land, with 
buildings, by the University of Nashville..

cupation sixty-four years ago. That California meteorological 'rule

Pennsylvania Puts Into Port 


After Terrifying Experi- 


ences at Sea. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 26—With her 


steam steering 
gear 
damaged and her 


frame wrenched the Pacific Mail steamer 
Pennsylvania came into port yesterday. 
Those on board told a tale of storm-and 
danger, including several earthquakes at 
•sea. in which it 
was 
feared the ship 


would founder. 
. 


J. E. Kennan, chief engineer, was In- 


jured during .one of the storms by be- 
ing lifted up on the crest . of a. huge 
wave. After being carried nearly a hun- 
dred feet over the vessel's deck he. was 
dashed 'beneath" a walking wincK .His 
injuries were not serious, despite --the 
tremendous fores 
with 
which he -was 


thrown against 
portions 
of' the. ship's 


superstructure. In one instance his body 
xvas hurled against a heavy piece of ma- 
chinery with sufficient force to break a 
huge Iron casting. 


Captain" William Kldston gave a graphic 


description of the seismic disturbance In 
which the big eteel vessel was severely 
shaken. He said: 


''We had about the usual weather from 


the time of sailing from Balboa. except 
for a hea.vy blow on December .,16, when 
we .shipped a few heavy seas that made 
it look bad for a time. At 10 a. m. on 
December IT, we wera off Acapulco, when 
suddenly the ship began to .tremble and 
shake iust as if we wore on solid ground 
with an earthquake on. 


FEARED DESTRUCTION. 


"Loose articles tumbled about in every 


direction, dishes rattled off the tables 
and for a time it appeared as if the ship 
would be shaken to pieces. 


."The disturbances .would recur about 


every twenty minutes or half hour. This 
lasted until the middle of the afternoon, 
when, with one last kick, the worst of 
them all, the shocks ceased. -The steam 
steering gear became crippled the first 
few days out from Balboa, so during the 
entire trip we were compelled to steer, by 
hand. This was at times a difficult mat- 
ter, especially during the heavy weather."- 


"I suppose I ought to consider myself 


lucky," said Chief Engineer Ksnnan. "it 
was beginning to blow pretty hard on' the 
evening of the 17th when I remembered 
that the fidley door on the starboard, side 
was open. 
Clad in nothing but my pa- 


Jamas J proceeded to close it. 


."If my clothing had. not caught I-would 


have' been all right. 
This delayed me 


long enough to get caught' by an enor- 
mous wave tljat suddenly hit the ship and 
for some time completely submerged her. 


"I lost consciousness ana when I came 


to I learned that. I had been picked up 
by" Chief Officer Frank. Eurrrian and .some 
of the crew. I was.badly bruised,- but not 
hurt bad tmough to be In danger. It is 
a miracle to me that -I was not carried 
Into the sea."

500 PERSIANS KILLED. 


A massacre has been going on in' 
Resht since Saturday, according to 
official Persia:n telegrams received in 
London todayj•-, These state that on 
Sunday, BOO Persians Were killed by 
the Russians, < • many of them being 
women and .children. The people. It 
is said, have been- exhorted not to 
fight and not to give the slightest 
provocation, but the massacres still 
continue.

Resht is the capital of the province 
of Chilan and :has .40..000 Inhabitants. 
The government- house has been -bom- 
barded and many -government offi- 
cials and police have -been killed. 
Private houses have been, demolished. 
According to other dispatches the 
Russians -killed four unarmed Arme-. 
nians in the Armenian quarter of 
Tabriz during the fighting in that 
city. 


"The people of Persia," says a dis- 
patch, "are stupefied' at the attitude 
of Russia, especially as these outrages 
have followed immediately on the ac- 
ceptance by Persia of the Russian ul-| 
timatum, and when Persia has shown, 
every desire and disposition to con- 
ciliate Russia and establish, friendly' 
relations."

The first signs of the holiday season 
are In the money order department, 
where a month or even six weeks her 
fore Christmas large numbers of for- 
eign money orders are bought. These 
go to the Orient flrst, then to Italy and 
the continental countries,'the last sent 
off going to England and France. 


About two weeks before the holidays 
the package mall begins to come in, 
and to accommodate this the force 
both of carriers and office- help was 
materially Increased this year. Extra 
•wagons were also put on to carry the 
larger packages. This season the reg- 
istry department at the office was also 
somewhat changed 
to 
increase the 
efficiency of. the service, while the cus- 
tomary long tables were set up in the 
lobby to meet the demands of patrons 
for additional room in which to ad- 
dress packages, to have them weighed 
and stamped. As a result of all this 
management the Christmas mail was 
handled with, the utmost facility, and 
although today'is only the day after 
Christmas the outgoing mail has alt 
been dispatched and service almost 
Resumed its normal..condition. 
On- the receiving end of the line 
another story is being,told. Mall mat- 
ter as it comes in is being at once dis- 
patched to Its destination, so that there 
has at no time been any congestion, 
but senders of letters and packages In 
other places are slow, as usual, and 
the officials estimate that it will be 
fully a week yet before the- flood of 
mall coming in Is materially reduced.

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 28.— That some- 
thing in the way of legislation giving the 
state power to 
eradicate 
-tuberculosis 
from, cattle herds— both dairy and beef 
stock — and also from the swine. Is of the 
greatest Importance to California, is the 
declaration of State .Veterinarian Keene. 
In order, to bring this Important matter 
to the attention of the legislature at its 
next, regular session, the California live 
stock sanitary association has 
adopted 
resolutions asking the governor to name a 
commission to moke a thorough Inves- 
tigation of: conditions In this state with 
respect to the disease among cattle and 
report to the governor and 
the 
next 
legislature. 


"There are 600,000 dairy cattle -in Cali- 
fornia," said Keene today, "and in a 
majority of the herds there are tuber- 
culosis cattle. This condition Is dangerous 
in the extreme because of the fact that 
dairy products containing tuberculosis 
germs are consumed by the people. Beef 
cattle have It and swine, especially those 
known as 'dairy fed,' have It also to a 
great degree. 
' 
"Reports coming in to my office from 
government, inspectors, show that at the 
large abattoirs a large percentage of 
hogs slaughtered for food 
have 
tuber- 
culosis. : Some of - the carcasses are " con- 
demned' while others are used after -the 
affected parts .have been removed."

to the People. 


NAMES OF LEADERS- 


ARE FINALLY REVEALED 


Alternative Questions Will Be 


Voted Upon if Petitioners 


~~ 
Have Their Way. 


BERKELEY. Dec. 26.—It now remains 


for the City Council to decide whether 
voters sTiall pass upon the alternative 
questions of making the University city 
thoroughly 
"wet," 
by -permitting the 
sale of liquor by local merchants In com- 
petition with outside dealers now -deliv- 
ering liquor inside the city limits, or pre- 
venting such deliveries frgrn the outside 
and making the. town entirely "dry." 
Incidentally the name of Berkeleyaris 


•who are identifying themselves with the 
movement which Is said to be In the in- 
terest of local merchants, has been dis- 
closed through the filing of petitions with 
the Council. 


Supplemented by r.n explanatory com- 
munication from H. Moskowltz. a peti- 
tion signed by 76 taxpayers residing In 
different sections of the city was pre- 
sented to 
tho Council this 
morning, 
asking that alternative propositions with 
regard to the sals of alcoholic beverages 
bo presented to the voters; that local 
merchants be permitted to sell liquors 
In original packages of not less 
than 
one quart, the same not to be consumed- 
on tho premises where sold, or that the 
so.Is and distribution of liquors in this 
city by ontsldo firms be prohibited. 
The matter was referred to the com- 
mittee of the whole, a similar rocom-' 
mendation from George Oelder now be- 
ing undsr consideration by the mayor 
and Council. 


In the meantime, however, Gelder is 
actively circulating a petition asking the 
Council to present to voters of the city 
the proposition of a charter amendment 
•which will extend, to- local merchants the 
privilege 
of 
Belling llouors in sealed 
packages. The former petition presented 
by 
Gelder was- found, after a ceretul 


canvass by City Clerk Walter J. Sea- 
born, to lack the requisite number of 
names of qualified electors to compel 
tho Council to call an election. 
It Is necessary that such petition con- 


tain the names of S16 qualified electors. 
Colder claims to have already upward of 
800 names on the new petition, but states 
that it will not be presented to he Coun- 
cil until ho procures at least 1000 signa- 
tures. 


In the meantime the alternative prop- 


osition has boon suggested and it seeais 
probable that when Gelder's petition is 
submitted to the Voters an alternative 
proposition will also be presented. 


ASK "SQUARE DEAL."' 


At 
a recent -meeting of the Council 


Gelder stated that the petitioners w'nom 
ho represented asked for nothing more 
than a scu'are deal and added that they 
would have no fault to find should tho 
voters of Berkeley decide to stop the sale 
and 
delivery 
of all liquors within-- the 
corporate limits. 


The 
following let'ter, signed by H. 
Moskowitz. presenting reasons for cir- 
culation of tlm petition, was read to the 
c:OM!u-H: 
"Your honorable body will have a peti- 
tion presented to you, and as one of the 
signers thereof I wish to cs.1! your at- 
tention to the persons whose names are 
attr.Phod thereto.

shade. 
Miss -Kingslsy, as she was en- 


deavoring to grasp It, caught hold of her 
skirt, dragging her to the floor' and se- 
verely Injuring ..her spine. 


Mr. Josephsoh said Miss
